The  Netherlands  Program  is  part  of  Trinity's  Study  Abroad  Program.  It  allows  students  to 
participate  in  the  Dutch  culture  while  continuing  their  studies  in  language,  literature,  art, 
history,  and  Dutch  Society.  Another  Netherlands  Program  is  being  planned  for  the  Spring  of 
1978. 


There  were  several  groups  on  campus  that 
students  got  involved  in  this  year.  Some  of  those 
pictured  here  are  the  ministry  club  (which  spent  time 
witnessing  in  old  people's  homes),  the  yearbook  staff 
(which  produced  this  book) ,  and  Bible  study  groups

discussion  and  sharing).  Other  groups  not  pictured 
are  the  Biology  Club,  the  Perc,  Student  Senate,  Dorm 
Council,  and  the  Activities  Committee.  All  of  these 
groups  could  use  more  members  to  make  their  work 
more  productive .

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Trinity  is  now  equipped  with  an  IBM  Model  360 
Computer  set  up  in  Vander  Velde  Hall.  The  com- 
puter is  a  third  generation  large  computer ,  the 
single  most  prevalent  one  installed  in  the  United 
States  since  1964.  A  general  purpose  computer,  it 
does  business  programming,  scientific  computing, 
simulation,  and  modeling. 

The  owner  of  the  computer  is  Mr .  Peter  Wilczak 
of  Applied  Computer  Systems.  Mr.  Wilczak  has  a 
thirty-month  contract  with  Trinity  which  specifies 
that  the  college  will  house  the  computer  provided 
that  he  furnish  the  necessary  personnel,  and  allow 
the  college  to  have  access  to  the  computer  for  a 
monthly  fee . 

The  college  will  use  the  computer  for  data  pro- 
cessing, statistics,  calculus  and  math  management 
classes.  The  Dean  of  Students  office  will  benefit 
also,  since  they  will  no  longer  have  to  hand  type 
course  schedules  and  no  longer  have  to  calculate 
grade  point  averages .  The  Development  Office  will 
gain  as  the  computer  can  print  receipts  of  individ- 
uals ,  corporations ,  and  churches  who  donate  to 
Trinity's  general,  scholarship,  and  debt  reduction 
funds . 


On  May  11,  1977  the  balances  were  weighed  to  see 
who  had  won  the  pennies  contest  —  the  faculty,  ad- 
ministration and  staff,  or  the  students.  Although  the 
faculty  emptied  their  pockets,  wallets,  and  jugs  (see 
above),  the  students  showed  they  still  had  pennies  to 
their  names  even  after  a  year's  tuition  was  paid.  The 
student's  8,846  pennies  and  the  faculty's  7,764  pen- 
nies gave  $166.10  towards  debt  reduction.

The  Woman's  Guild  consists  of  a  group  of  women  who 
volunteer  much  of  their  time  for  the  benefit  of  the  col- 
lege. The  money  they  donate  to  the  college  is  raised  from 
sending  out  letters  asking  for  contributions ,  catering  for 
weddings  and  banquets ,  and  organizing  the  annual  Country 
Fair.  They  also  share  responsibilities  with  the  Coronet 
Food  Service  for  the  Madrigal  Dinners .  This  year  the 
women  contributed  $45,000.00  to  the  school.  Included  in 
this  gift  were  the  Student  Union  with  the  furnishings  (pic- 
tured above) ,  carpeting  for  North  and  South  Halls ,  new 
furniture  for  North  Hall  lounge ,  the  bicycle  rack  in  front 
of  South  Hall,  new  equipment  for  the  listening  lab,  light- 
ing outside  the  Administration  Building  and  $20,000.00 
toward  debt  reduction. 


The  Garden  Committee  is  a  separate  commit- 
tee of  the  woman's  guild.  They  also  have  put  in  a 
lot  of  volunteered  time  for  the  college.  These 
women  were  also  involved  in  the  activities  men- 
tioned earlier,  as  well  as  sponsoring  the  Hos- 
tess Dinner.  The  contributions  they  made  to  the 
school  included  the  new  sign  by  the  Rt.  83  en- 
trance (pictured  to  the  right) ,  the  cement  blocks 
along  the  gym  road ,  new  garden  tools  for  the 
maintainance  staff,  and  money  for  the  work 
study  program . 

We  want  to  thank  the  Woman's  Guild  for  all  the 
time  and  effort  they  put  into  making  Trinity  a 
better  college.
